NO  SOCIAL  PKOPCRTT  IN  CMDlt 

So<  lal  Credit  Is  a  mlanomer,  for  there  is  no 
social  property  ta  credit.  To  say  that  the  mass  of 
people,  or  any  particular  section  of  a  people,  Is 
entitled  to  credit  without  having  done  anything 
to  earfi  It  la  to  delude  society.  The  simplest  and 
most  succinct  ffftcrlptlon  of  what  credit  Is  proves 
conclusively  that  there  ii  ho  vicarious  right  to  it. 

"  Here  Is  a  deflnlUon: 

"A  banker  does  not  create  credit  by  a  .stroke  of 

~  his  pen  in  a  book;  He  does  not  create  credit  at 

—  all.  Ciedlt  Is  a  possessltm  of  Xcx  bdrrower.  Credit 
IS  what  the  borrower  takes  to  the  bank.  ''He 
pledges  it  there  for  a  sum  of  money.  Just  as  you 
might  pledge  a  watch  at  the  pawnbroker  s  shop 
The  borrower  s  credit  consists  in  his  character, 
in  his  name  for  keeping  his  word  at  all  times,  in 
his  record  for  sagacity  and  sound  Judgment,  and 

'  there  may  have  to  be  coUateral  besldeo.  That  Is, 
he  may  have  to  pin  to  his  promissory  note  a 
mortgage  or  a  Hen  on  his  tangible  assets.  Then 
what  the  banker  does  Is  to  convert  th 
credit  Into  money.  And  that  I.-?  wha 
down  in  the  book— to  wit,  'Mr, 
pledged  his  word  knd  his  collatoral  f 
sum  of  money  at  Interest,  may  draw 
for  that  amount  of  money."  Whetfe 
money  come  from?  It  U  partly  the  bank's  own 
money,  out  of  Its  capital,  and  the  rest  of  it  is  the 
depositors'  nioney.  If  a  bank  mistakes  the  bor- 
rower's credit,  or  lends  him  too  mtfch,  It  wlU  Umc 
both  its  own  tiionry  and  tlu-  money  of  Its  de- 
posltcrs.  In  this  sense,  you  see.  credit  is  personal 
and  private.  There  is  no  social  property  In  It"
